The place was in every respect as he remembered 
it. The metamorphosis was in himself.

and sérmons in stones,” becatise, as you see, he had 
literally found his present one there.

It. comes to me that the. Little Minister would be 
sadly put, out. if he read this imperfect rendering 
of ’a very good ‘sermon, but in reply.

According to reports in the daily papers in Eé- 
monton, the price of milk is to be advanced in this 
district, from eight to ten cents a quart; the reason 
given for the change being the high price of feed 
and the higher cost of handling milk under the new 
dairy regulations. On.the front page of a local con- 
temporary reference is-also made to the dairyman’s 
resentment that the: Dairy Inspector’s reports have 
been published in the papers, regret being expressed 
not only that these reports should have been pub- 
lished in the first instance, but that comment should 
have been made on them, and only excerpts quoted. 
A stated grievance was that one milk consumer had 
decided to use only condensed milk as a result of 
his reading one of the reports last week. 
~The dairymen are also quoted as aggrieved that 
only three dairies were scored “good” lasi month, 
in respect of all of the three items, milk house, sta- 
ble and utensils. The attitude adopted by the dairy- 
men with need to the publication of the Dairy In- 
spector’s $s? : rts, strikes one as little less than ab- 
surd sig it high-handed. 

wh matter is of more vital interest to the 
citizens pf any city than the condition of its milk 
supply? What concern so nearly touches the health 
and happiness of every family, and particularly of 
every family with growing youngsters than this 
much-vexed question, milk, the source from which 
it comes, the handling, and the disposal of it? 
The Dairymen would wish that the Inspector 
should reserve these reports for the Commissioners 
only; The Commissioners, who do not, we assume, 
drink ‘ntilk, and whom it only concerns in a general 
way as it affects the health of the city at large. 
Householders on the other hand have more per- 
sonal reasons for wishing to know what’s what, and 
who’s who in the milk line, 
Reasons that begin with the babies in their re- 
spective families, and end with doctors’ bills, anx- 
iots mothers, and broken hearts. 
Every milk constmer has a right to know all the 
essential facts concerning his milk supply, and when 
it comes to talking milk every. fact is an essential. 
One tuberculous cow, one unsanitary stable, one 
tainted milk can, one pair of unwashed hands, and 
in their wake how many small..touchstones? 
No householder can afford to shrug his shoulders 
and leave such'matters to the Gomtnissioners or in 
the hands of any medical healh officer. The thing 
concerns each witally and what is more, concerns 
them today, not six months hence, when, we are 
told, the new system will have had time to be put 
into operation. 
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It should never have needed a new system to 
bring home to any dairyman the necessity of abso- 
lute cleanliness in every particular from the first 
day he decided to go into the business. Every news- 
paper and magazine you can pick up nowadays de- 
vote columns :to the industry, and calls attention 
to the far-reaching effects in neglect or carelessness 
at any step in the trade. 

The dairyman’s lot may be no sinecure, but, the 
man who takes it up, is morally bound to see the 
business through, and see it through right. A doc- 
tor prescribes for a limited circle of patients. A 
milkman boasts a far larger clientele. 

Into each house his commodiy enters, more surely 
than any physician, he carries the possibilities of 
health and ‘happiness, or sickness and death, One 
is bound to face facts. And for any circle of men 
to say that the dealing with such issues should be 
left to Commissioners or Medical Health Officers 
solely, is talking rubbish, 

No wrong was ever righted by concealing facts. 
If the milkman realizes that his product has to 
come up to a certain standard,:and the householder 
is alive to see that he comes up to the requisitions, 
the two working together will bring about any re- 
forms tha are needed. But to practically advocate 
keeping the facts dark, so that dairymen generally 
will not share in the verdict passed on some of their 
fraternity who do not come up to the recognized 


‘sfatidards, is neither justice to the good men in the 


business, nor ordinary common sense. 

‘Raise the price of milk locally it you will, though 
doing. so will drive a great number to patronizing 
the canned variety, but let us know ‘where the fresh 
milk is ‘coming from, under what conditions produc- 
ed,.and what men are handling the business prop- 
erly. en 


“John Scanlan, better known as Walt Mason, the 
poet philosopher, was found dead in his studio in 
Philadelphia, Sept. 12th, with a bottle of laundanum 
beside him. Mr. Scanlan was forty-seven years old, 
It is not known whether he committed suicide or 
died of natural causes.” 

Such were the brief facts set forth in a news para- 
graph on Monday of this week. 

“Walt Mason” was the man, as you know, who 
every morning had a little chat with you over the 
breakfast table, under the intimate guise of “Uncle 
Walt.” A genial philosopher, taking, as the subjects 
of his texts the little happenings of everyday life, 
and drawing therefrom a humorous and happy phi- 
losophy. He talked to the common man of common 
homely things. In a merry, whimsical way, he point- 
ed his morals and adorned his tales. So cheery. he 
was, so infectiously ridiculous, that the bisy ‘man 
took time for a smile with him, and ‘the over-worked 
house-mother carried with her through the day the 
memory of so kindly a philosophy of houselvwold 
tragedies, that she was able to laugh with him when 
she would otherwise have felt inclined to weep. 

Now the pen of the laughing master is stayed. 
Some more few chats we may enjoy with Uncle 
Walt, because journalists of his tribe must of neces- 
sity prepare some work ahead and then some morn- 
ing, his place at the table will be vacant, and we 
will miss him for a day, and then—forget. Because 
that is the way of the world. 

But while we apparently plunge again into life 
unheeded of him who has gone, I hold tha no man 
who has made the world laugh, no man who ‘has 
added to the joy of life, or its sweetness ofr sunni- 
ness, is ever in reality buried or swallowed up in 
oblivion, because, 


“If aught can be sure, what is surer 

Than that earth’s good decays not with the earth? 
And of all the heart’s springs none are purer 
Than the springs of the fountain of mirth. 

He that sounds it has pierced the heart’s hollows, 
The places where tears chose to sleep, 


For the foam-flakes that dance dn life's shallows 
Are wrung from life’s deep.” 


~ Walt Mason’s tragic death would seem to argue 
yet again the truth of the lines, 


It is a remdtkable fact that the world’s wittiest 
and brightest wtiters are as a rule numbered among 
the sad in everyday life. 

Take it from the clown in the circus to the funny 
man on a paper, and are they not nearly always hid- 
ing beneath laughing exteriors, aching hearts?

One calls to mind so many cases. 

The summing up of Walt Mason's death is con- 
tained in the words, “It is not known," and. the 
same might be written over against the life record 
of a good many lives tha have passed out, apparent- 
ly from natural fcauses. 

Llow little, after all, is known! 

Most people are sized up at their face value. Ufa 
man goes along’ smiling he has cause for happiness ; 
Mf he whine& through life, Fate has used him badly, 
Wihich is very rarely, if ever, true. ‘Nhe day of 
Mason’s death, his contribution to the morning: pa- 
per, strangely, enough, was entitled ‘Saturday 
and ended thus: 

“Saturday Night, and it’s time for bed! And the 
kids come in with a buoyant look and hush their 
noise @t the mother’s look, as she slowly opens a 
heavy l$ook, and reads the tale of the stormy. sea, 
and the voice that quieted Galilee. ‘Then away to 
bed and (the cali repose that only honesty ever 
knows, Saturday Night, and the world is still, and 
it’s only ¢he erring who find things ill; There is 
sweet content and a sweeter rest where a good 
heart beats ry, a brave man’s breast.” 

Saturday Night is a milestone in its way. An 
ending of a week’s hard work. A respite; Peace 
after conflict, and so this good merry heart no doubt 
has. found it, | 

“Saturday Night and the world is still.” 


Since the above notice was written, a contradic- 
tion of Walt Mason’s death has appeared in many 
papers. We don’t know now which report to be- 
lieve, but by all the laws of the game, so man has a 
right to get all the glory and satisfaction there is in 
reading what a fine fellow he was, and then behave 
like a cat with the famous nine lives, 

Once dead, a man should have the common de- 
cency to stay quiet, and if Uncle Walt is Here, 
not ‘here, I trust for a:week or so he will absent 
himself from the breakfast table, and if he has. to 
have the satisfaction of reading all the obituary no- 
tices that have been flung at him, that he will choose 
some quiet spot “far from the madding crowd” 
where he can take his honors quietly. 

A man once remarked that the world must be get- 
ting a great deal worse, since all the people who lie 
under the sod appear to have been good and beat- 
tiful, 

If Walt Mason still lives we shall be most pleased 
to qualify a great many of the statements we have 
made.
